Antioxidants 

SPECIFICATION  AND  A  BAN 

THE  use  of  antioxidants  in  infant 
foods  is  banned  by  the  Antioxidants  in 
Food  Regulations,  1966  (H.M.  Station- 
ery Office,  price  Is.  6d.),  effective  since 
December  9.  The  regulations  lay  down 
specifications  of  priority  for  antioxi- 
dants for  other  uses  and  re-enact  with 
amendments  the  Antioxidants  in  Food 
Regulations,  1958.  Maximum  limits 
specified  for  butylated  hydroxytoluene 
(BHT)  in  food  are  retained.  Corres- 
ponding regulations  to  apply  in  Scot- 
land and  Northern  Ireland  are  being 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Social  Services  for  Northern  Ire- 
land respectively.  The  regulations  are 
based  on  recommendations  made  by  the 
Food  Standards  Committee  and  sup- 
plementary reports  by  the  Food  Addi- 
tives and  Contaminants  Committee, 
a  statement  on  which  was  published  on 
December  8  and  in  which  the  Commit- 
tee reiterated  doubts  about  BHT  and 
recommended  a  further  review  in  two 
years'  time  "or  lesser  period  if  signifi- 


cant results  are  yielded  during  further 
work."  The  Committee  considered 
whether  to  allow  use  of  diphenylamine 
(DPA)  in  addition  to  ethoxyquin  to 
prevent  common  scald  on  apples  and 
pears  during  storage.  The  new  regula- 
tions permit  the  use  of  ethoxyquin  up 
to  a  prescribed  level,  but  "the  avail- 
able evidence  on  DPA  did  not  allow 
the  Committee  to  recommend  the  use 
of  the  compound  for  that  purpose." 

Narcotic  Drugs 

ADDITIONS  TO  CONVENTION 

THE  Commission  on  Narcotic  Drugs 
of  the  Economic  and  Social  Council 
of  the  United  Nations  has,  by  an 
amendment  to  the  Single  Convention 
on  Narcotic  Drugs,  1961  (H.M. 
Stat  ionery  Office,  price  fivepence), 
brought  acetorphine  (M.183)  and 
etorphine  (M.99)  within  schedule  I  of 
the  Convention.  The  Commission 
decided  not  to  control  cyprenorphine 
(M.285).  The  scheduled  compounds, 
which  are  being  manufactured  by 
Reckitt  &   Sons,   Ltd.  are  being  in-

vestigated  primarily  for  veterinary  use 
but  are  not  yet  commercially  available. 
An  order  the  Privy  Council  is  being 
asked  to  approve,  bringing  acetorphine 
and  etorphine  under  the  control  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1951,  is 
likely  to  become  effective  during  lanu- 
ary,  1967.

MORE    NEW  SPECIFICATIONS 

THE  British  Standards  Institution  has 
issued  a  new  standard  (BS  1887:  1966, 
price  5s)  for  personal  weighing 
machines  and  height-measuring  equip- 
ment for  hospitals,  welfare  and  health 
services.  The  standard  details  with  the 
construction,  calibration  and  accuracy 
of  weighing  machines  of  varying 
capacities  for  the  use  of  midwives 
and  health  visitors.

Drug  Addiction 

REPORTS  TO  COMMISSION 

OF  55,899  addicts  known  to  the  U.S. 
Narcotics  Bureau  in  December  1964, 
10,012  were  classified  as  "new,"  accord- 
ing to  information  given  to  the  Com- 
mission on  Narcotic  Drugs  and  in- 
cluded in  the  Summary  of  Annual  Re- 
ports of  Governments  Relating  to 
Opium  and  Other  Narcotic  Drugs,  1964 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  7s.  6d.). 
Most  of  the  addicts  were  in  the 
twenty-one  to  forty  age  group  and 
51,634  used  heroin.  In  Canada  in  1965 
there  were  3,573  addicts,  heroin  being 
again  the  main  drug  of  addiction.  Aus- 
tria reported  having  sixty-three  regis- 
tered addicts  in  1964,  and  in  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany  the 
number  of  addicts  totalled  4,357  during 
1964,  the  drugs  most  used  by  addicts 
being  pethidine,  methadone  and  mor- 
phine. Only  three  addicts  were  known 
to  use  heroin.  110  addicts  were  added 
to  the  Italian  register  in  1964,  making 
the  total  of  known  addicts  150  "and  the 
estimated  total  number  200."  Seventy- 
three  Italian  addicts  used  morphine, 
thirty  mixed  alkaloids  of  opium,  twenty 
pethidine  and  five  heroin.  Spain  repor- 
ted that  953  addicts  were  added  to 
the  registers  during  the  year  but  870 
had  been  dropped  from  the  registers 
for  the  following  reasons:  twenty-five 
were  considered  cured;  673  had  died 


and  172  had  disappeared.  The  estimated 
number  of  addicts  was  1,671.  The  Re- 
public of  Ireland  informed  the  Com- 
mission that  "no  cases  of  addiction 
came  under  notice  during  1964."  The 
United  Kingdom  reported  the  number 
of  known  addicts  as  753  (see  C.  &  D., 
August  21,  1965,  p.  167)  and  that  there 
had  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  addicted  to  heroin, 
especially  in  the  younger  age  groups. 

N.H.S.  Dispensing 

CONTRACTORS'  VIEW  PUT  TO  DOCTORS 

THE  anachronisms  of  the  existing 
National  Health  Service  arrangements 
relating  to  dispensing  of  medicines  by 
doctors  are  the  subject  of  a  recent 
article  written  for  doctors  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemists  Contractors)  Committee  (Mr. 
J.  Wright)  in  a  special  supplement  on 
pharmacy  published  by  Medical  News. 
Mr.  Wright  reminds  doctors  of  the 
revolution  in  transport  facilities  in 
rural  areas  since  the  "mile  limit" 
was  laid  down  in  1911.  Neither  on 
grounds  of  principle  (relating  to  train- 
ing) nor  on  practical  grounds  (relat- 
ing to  transport)  can  it  properly  be 
argued  nowadays  concludes  Mr. 
Wright,  that  doctors  in  practically  all 
areas  of  the  country  should  continue 
to  dispense. 

J.I.C.  Agreement 

DEDUCTIONS  DURING  SICKNESS 

AN  amendment  has  been  agreed  to  the 
Joint  Industrial  Council  provisions  con- 
cerning the  deductions  that  may  be 
made  from  salary  or  wages  of 
employee  pharmacists  and  assistants 
during  sickness.  The  employer  may  now 
deduct  the  amount  of  any  supplemen- 
tary earnings,  related  sickness,  or  in- 
dustrial injuries  benefit,  that  may  be 
due  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  1966,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Statutory  Instrument 
1966,  No.  633.  For  that  purpose  the 
employee  is  under  an  obligation  to 
declare  the  amount  of  such  supplemen- 
tary benefit  received,  so  that  salary  or 
wages  may  be  adjusted  accordingly.

Drugs  and  Their  Dangers 

PRESIDENT  CALLS  FOR  BETTER  CURBS 

THE  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  (Mr.M.  L.  Cashman), 
speaking  at  the  annual  dinner  of  Kerry 
Chemists'  Association  in  Tralee  on 
December  4,  said  he  felt  that  the 
Society  and  its  members,  with  their 
knowledge  of  drugs  and  their  dangers, 
should  be  more  vocal  in  demanding 
rigid  control  over  them.  There  was  no 
such  thing  as  a  household  medicine, 
and  no  medicine,  if  abused  was  free 
from  injurious  effects.  Insufficient  em- 
phasis had  been  placed  on  the  harm 
that  the  abuse  of  medicines  could 
cause,  and  there  was  too  much  com- 
mercial promotion  of  medicines. 
Irish  poisons  regulations  were  the 
most  antiquated  in  Europe.  For 
eighteen  months  the  recommendations 
of  a  commission  had  been  lying  in  the 
Department  of  Health.

The  National  Health  Service  (Pay- 
Bed  Accommodation  in  Hospitals,  etc.) 
Regulations,  1966  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  fivepence)  revokes  the 
limits  on  the  fees  that  doctors  may 
charge  their  private  patients  treated 
in  National  Health  Service  hospitals. 
The  regulations  are  effective  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1967. 

A  revised  edition  of  the  Export 
List,  which  sets  out  the  classified  des- 
criptions under  which  goods  produced 
or  manufactured  in  the  United  King- 
dom or  the  Channel  Islands  are  to  be 
entered  with  Customs  when  exported, 
is  being  published  for  use  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1967.

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

CEYLON 

Price-marking  of  Drugs 

A  five-man  committee  in  Ceylon,  set 
up  to  examine  the  question  of  regulat- 
ing the  prices  of  drugs,  has  recom- 
mended to  the  Government  that  all 
drugs  for  sale  to  consumers  should  be 
price-marked  and  that  a  ceiling  should 
be  fixed  for  prices  of  raw  materials 
imported  for  drug  manufacture.  The 
committee  was  appointed  at  a  meeting 
of  drug  importers  and  representatives 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Traders'  and  the 
Pharmaceuctical  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciations convened  jointly  by  the 
Ministries  of  Commerce  and  Trade 
and  of  Health.  The  committee  states 
that  some  importers  do  not  obtain 
quality  certificates  from  the  country  of 
import,  and  that  the  Formulary  Com- 
mittee could  assist  by  maintaining 
quality  by  testing  samples.  The  Price 
Control  Unit  of  the  Ministry  of  Trade 
and  Commerce  is  now  studying  the 
market  price  of  drugs.  Expected  out- 
come is  a  drastic  reduction  in  prices 
or  complete  price  control.  Later  reports 
state  that  a  price  control  scheme  for  all 
English  "patent"  medicines  imported  in 
to  Ceylon  is  now  ready.  Only  "patent" 
medicines  approved  by  the  Formulary 
Committee  will  be  imported.  A  list 
of  all  other  drugs  imported  to  Ceylon 
is  being  drawn  up  and  they  also  will 
be  price-controlled.  Prices  are  being 
fixed  according  to  how  much  the 
Government  pays  for  drugs  imported 
for  Government  hospitals,  and  price- 
labelling  of  drugs  by  drug-stores  is 
being  made  obligatory.

LICENCES  CONFERRED  IN  DUBLIN 

President  emphasises  public  interest 


TWENTY  newly  qualified  pharmacists 
received  their  licences  from  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  (Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman)  at  the 
annual  conferring  ceremony  held 
recently  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Dublin.  Six  others  were  conferred  in 
absentia. 

Representatives  of  the  teaching  staffs 
of  University  College,  Dublin,  of  the 
College  of  Pharmacy,  and  members 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  were 
present. 

A  Ninety-year  Chain 

The  President  described  the  new 
pharmacists  as  "the  newest  links  in 
the  long  chain  which  stretches  back- 
wards over  ninety  years."  He  said  that 
although  at  times  the  Society  was 
erroneously  considered  to  be  an 
organisation  acting  for  the  protection 
of  its  members  that  was  not  the  case. 
As  a  statutory  body  its  primary  con- 
cern was  to  act  in  the  public  interest. 
Mr.  Cashman  told  the  graduates  they 
must  accept  the  principle  that  the 
public  good  took  precedence  over  per- 
sonal gain  and  that,  when  they  applied 
the  principles  covered  by  the  ethics 
courses,  they  might  anticipate  many 
"brushes"  with  the  public.  By  declin- 
ing to  sell  at  times  even  a  "simple 
household  remedy,"  and  advising  the 
would-be  purchaser  to  consult  a  doctor 
they  might  find,  as  his  generation  had 
found,  that  the  person  they  were  saving 


from  himself  (or  more  frequently  her- 
self) failed  to  appreciate  their  profes- 
sional approach  or  ethical  outlook.  In 
fairness,  he  said,  it  was  not  easy  for 
a  lay  person  to  appreciate  why  he 
might  take  a  number  of  tablets  or 
capsules  one  week  and  be  refused  them 
the  next — especially  when  nurses  and 
welfare  workers  appeared  to  be  free 
to  supply  handfuls  of  psychiatric 
drugs  to  patients.  The  president  said 
that  industry,  the  hospital  services  or 
the  academic  world  beckoned  those 
who  wished  to  utilise  fully  the  train- 
ing received,  but  many  would  still 
elect  to  fill  the  traditional  role  of  the 
community  pharmacist.  Those  who  did 
might  find  some  conflict  between  the 
professional  and  commercial  aspects  of 
their  work.  Continental  colleagues  had 
resolved  the  problem  by  choosing  a 
restricted  but  intellectually  satisfying 
system  but  could  not  have  done  so 
without  legislation  restricting  the  sale 
of  medicines  to  pharmacies.  Doctors 
regularly  consulted  them  on  matters 
relating  to  drugs,  so  that  continuous 
post-graduate  study  was  accepted  as 
essential. 

Some  Surrender  of  Rights 

On  the  other  hand  those  pharma- 
cists had,  to  a  varying  extent,  sur- 
rendered their  right  to  buy  or  sell  a 
pharmacy  freely  and  had  accepted 
regulations  governing  duties  and  hours 
of  work.  The  Anglo-American  type  of

pharmacy  had  its  attractions  for  many 
but  a  continuation  of  the  traditional 
pattern  involved  a  risk  that  pharma- 
cists would  be  regarded  more  and  more 
as  traders  and  less  as  professional 
people.  The  president  concluded  by 
exhorting  the  licentiates  to  become 
members  of  the  Society  and  to  parti- 
cipate in  its  activities.

Alleged  Trickster 

At  Bradford  city  court,  on  Decem- 
ber 17,  Edward  John  Jarvis,  Longs ide 
Lane,  Bradford,  was  committed  for 
trial  to  Bradford  quarter  sessions 
charged  with  obtaining  269  bottles  of 
spirits,  worth  £721,  by  falsely  pre- 
tending to  be  authorised  on  behalf  of 
Low  Moor  Association  Football  Club. 
The  charges  were  samples  of  a  pattern 
of  conduct  alleged  to  have  been  car- 
ried on  by  Jarvis  between  October  25 
and  November  19.  All  the  bottles  had 
been  obtained  from  a  pharmacist 
and  off-licence  holder  of  Listerhills 
Road,  Bradford,  who  had  not  received 
a  penny  for  them.  Seen  by  a  police- 
man, Jarvis  claimed  that  he  had  got 
the  bottles  legitimately  and  had  signed 
for  them.  He  said  he  had  obtained 
them  for  a  Low  Moor  club,  but  de- 
nied mentioning  the  football  club.  He 
had  produced  a  letter  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  a  club  secretary.  Actually 
the  man  who  signed  the  letter  was,  it 
was  alleged,  a  "chalker"  in  a  betting 
shop,  Jarvis  was  said  to  have  told  the 
chemist  (Mr.  Brian  Deadman)  that  he 
was  authorised  by  Low  Moor  A.F.C. 
to  place  orders  for  brandy,  whisky,  rum 
and  gin.  Prosecuting  solicitor  alleged 
that  Jarvis  had  obtained  over  £1,600 
worth  of  spirits  without  paying.  Each 
time  Jarvis  was  asked  for  payment  he 
made  excuses.  Mr.  Deadman  said  that 
eventually  he  gave  Jarvis  an  ultimatum 
to  pay  the  money,  and  when  he  did 
not  do  so  he  went  to  the  police.  A

Mr.  H.  G.  Moss  writes: —  The  pas- 
sing of  Leonard  Higgs  after  a  short 
illness  will  be  a  matter  of  deep  regret 
to  all  members  of  the  Thames  Valley 
Pharmacists'  Association,  for  although 
not  a  pharmacist  himself  he  had,  for 
the  whole  of  his  life  —  much  of  it  as 
honorary  vice-president  of  the  Associa- 
tion— played  an  outstanding  part  in  its 
affairs.  His  connection  with  pharmacy 
stems  from  the  late  1800's  when  he 
joined  his  father,  the  late  Alderman  A. 
Higgs,  M.P.S.,  LP.,  as  an  assistant  at 
his  pharmacy  in  Kingston  upon 
Thames.  Upon  his  father's  death  he 
maintained  his  interest  in  the  business 
until  his  retirement  shortly  after  the 
1939-45  war.  Mr.  Higgs  did  so  much 
for  the  Association  during  his  lifetime 
that  it  is  impossible  adequately  to  re- 
count all  in  this  short  tribute  to  his 
memory.  Such  was  his  health  that  for 
over  sixty  years  he  hardly  ever  missed 
a  meeting  of  the  branch,  but  it  is  for 
"Leonardos  box"  that  his  name  will  be 
long  remembered.  The  box,  so  named 
and  passed  round  by  him  at  every 
meeting,  has  been  instrumental  in 
raising  many  hundreds  of  £'s  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Benevo- 
lent Fund  and  Birdsgrove  House  funds, 
including  a  sum  of  sixty  guineas  ap- 
propriate to  the  Association's  diamond 
jubilee  in  April  1963,  when  a  cheque 
for  that  amount  was  presented  to  Mr. 
C.  W.  Maplethorpe  for  Birdsgrove 
House.  At  that  dinner  Mr.  Higgs  also 
presented  to  the  Association  a  secre- 
tary's badge  and  £150  in  shares  to  be 
put  into  trust,  the  income  from  which 
was  to  provide  for  past-presidents' 
badges  for  all  future  retiring  presidents. 
His  cheerful,  smiling  and  kindly  dispo- 
sition made  him  a  much  loved  man, 
and  the  Association's  sympathy  goes 
out  at  this  time  to  his  widow.  Twice 
happily  married  he  never  ceased  to 
pay  tribute  to  his  second  wife  for  her 
care  and  attention  during  his  latter 
years,  when  age  was  beginning  to  take 
its  toll.  So  passes  a  man  unique  in 
Thames  Valley  and  possibly  in  the 
whole  of  pharmacy.  I  take  it  as  an 
honour  to  pay  this  tribute  to  one  who 
has  done  so  much  for  pharmacy  though 
not  a  pharmacist  himself.

at  single  (48  by  29  in.)  a  saving  of  21s.;  double 
(48  by  43  in.)  at  a  saving  of  15s.  6d.,  in  re- 
turn of  one  wrapper. 
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POLICY  AND  CONTEXT 

"Good  basic  items"  for  the  N.P.U.  to  work  upon 


Sir. — Mr.  J.  Wright,  in  his  letter 
(C.  &  D.,  December  3,  p.  544)  has 
again  clearly  stated  the  broad  policy 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Onion. 
But  at  the  same  time  he  has  revealed 
the  fallacious  argument  upon  which  it 
is  based.  He  says,  in  effect,  that,  so 
long  as  his  members  get  at  least  all 
of  their  share  of  the  cake,  it  does  not 
really  matter  what  sort  of  cake  it  is: 
a  very  narrow  view.  He  states  it  as 
the  duty  of  the  N.P.U.  to  challenge 
every  proposed  action  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  if  such  action  is  not 
to  the  immediate  practical  benefit  of 
his  members.  There  would  not  appear 
to  be  any  consideration  that  such 
action  might  jeopardise  something  of 
general  benefit  to  all.  He  uses  the 
words  "Should  it  ever  be  possible  for 
general  practice  pharmacy  to  become 
economically  viable  solely  on  the  pro- 
fessional and  dispensing  sides  .  .  ." 
but  he  evidently  does  not  consider  it 
as  part  of  his  duty  to  work  to  this  end 
— or  even  not  to  work  against  it.  It 
would  have  to  happen  in  spite  of 
N.P.U.  policy,  not  because  of  it.  That 
policy  could  be  written  thus: 

"We,  together  with  other  business  sec- 
tional interests,  will  go  on  exploiting  the 
profession  of  pharmacy  for  the  commer- 
cial advantage  of  our  members,  according 
to  our  views,  and  we  will  only  support 
the  Society  in  its  march  of  progress  when 
it  is  convenient  for  us  to  do  so  and 
when  it  does  not  in  any  way  harm  any 
single  one  of  our  members." 
One  could  almost  be  led  to  believe  that 
there  were  no  N.P.U.  members  at  the 
historic  Albert  Hall  meeting.  How 
much  better  it  would  be  if  the  N.P.U. 
were  to  frame  its  policy  thus: 

"We  are  aware  that  the  Council  of  the 
Society  has  the  support  of  the  member- 
ship and  is  right  to  adopt  the  policy  of 
gearing  everything  to  the  progressive 
separation  of  the  professional  service  of 
pharmacy  from  extraneous  commercial 
activities  and  it  is  therefore  our  duty  to 
assist  this  process  in  every  way,  but  at 
the  same  time  it  is  our  duty  to  find  ways 
of  helping  our  members  to  remain  econo- 
mically viable,  whilst  this  process  is  afoot, 
which  do  not  exploit  pharmacy  or  other- 
wise adversely  affect  the  process." 
Only  by  such  a  policy  could  the 
N.P.U.  possibly  claim  to  "be  on  the 
same  side"  as  our  Society.  Only  in 
this  way  does  it  seem  tolerable  for 
members  to  sit  on  the  Executive  of 
both  bodies  simultaneously.  The 
N.P.U.  Executive  should  not  have  to 
look  far  to  find  ways  of  helping  their 
members  within  the  context  of  Council 
policy.  Many  good  basic  ideas  have 
been  put  forward.  With  the  right 
policy  and  the  necessary  drive  Mr. 
Wright,  with  his  excellent  staff,  fine 
business  organisation  and  considerable 
know-how,  should  be  able  to  develop 
them  and  make  them  attractive  to  his 
members  to  adopt.  The  present  policy, 
however,  is  defeatist,  selfish  and  de- 
structive for  it  must,  by  its  definition, 
frequently  come  into  direct  conflict 
with  the  eventual  winning  side — the 
side  which  its  own  members  individu- 
ally  support.   Mr.    Wright's  example 


of  the  hospital  pharmacists  is  logically 
even  less  sound  than  the  remainder 
of  his  letter.  For  one  thing  he  has 
confused  professional  restriction  with 
commercial  restriction.  It  would  have 
been  a  better  analogy  to  imagine  the 
reaction  of  hospital  pharmacists  if 
they  were  suddenly  to  be  restricted 
from  selling  ice  cream  in  the  dispen- 
sary waiting  room.  I  am  sure  that  a 


professional  body  like  the  hospital 
pharmacists  would  not  mount  a 
serious  attack  on  the  Council  of  our 
Society  at  the  annual  general  meeting 
over  such  a  matter.  Surely  Mr.  Wright 
is  wrong  to  say  that  "Xrayser"  has 
stimulated  dissension  at  this  time.  The 
article  has  merely  helped  to  highlight 
it.  Unity  of  purpose  is  what  we  all 
want  and,  with  a  slight  change  in 
policy  line  by  the  N.P.U.,  we  may 
well  get  it.

Eye  Lotion  of  Sodium  Bicarbonate 

Sir, — Much  as  I  enjoy  the  vigour 
and  humour  which  Mr.  C.  H.  Patrick 
infuses  into  your  correspondence 
columns,  I  am  always  scared  that 
someone  will  take  him  seriously  and 
conclude  that  all  pharmaceutical 
chemists  habitually  shrug  off  in  cava- 
lier fashion  the  more  serious  of  their 
responsibilities.  The  plain  fact  is  that  a 
preparation,  whether  it  takes  two  min- 
utes or  two  hours,  must  be  undertaken 
properly,  according  to  the  highest  ac- 
cepted standards  of  the  time.  More- 
over there  is  no  difference,  from  the 
professional  standpoint,  between  an 
N.H.S.  and  a  private  prescription,  ir- 
respective of  the  difference  in  payment 
for  the  two.  To  adopt  a  dual  standard 
is  indeed  fatal  to  properly  orientated 
endeavour.  The  temptation  to  do  so 
should  be  recognised  as  human  frailty 
and  not  allowed  to  masquerade  as 
hard-headed  business  acumen.  Deli- 
berately to  cultivate  a  double  standard 
as  a  matter  of  policy  is  just  cynicism 
let  loose.  As  regards  pharmaceutical 
equipment,  Mr.  Patrick  will  no  doubt 
be  interested  to   peruse  the  schedule 


drawn  up  and  carried  into  effect  two 
years  ago  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  of 
New  Zealand.  By  regulation,  the  list 
is  mandatory  for  every  pharmacy.  Not 
only  must  the  items  be  found  in  every 
pharmacy,  but  they  must  be  kept  ready 
for  use  —  a  wise  provision  born  of  ex- 
perience.

In  addition  to  these  there  are  mini- 
mal requirements  for  water  and  heat- 
ing equipment  and  for  books.  Where 
three  or  more  persons  are  engaged  in 
dispensing,  additional  equipment  is  re- 
quired. I  do  not  regard  New  Zealand 
as  avant-garde  in  our  own  professional 
sphere,  and  this  list  may  be  regarded 
as  what  the  Pharmacy  Board  considers 
to  be  a  reasonable  compromise  be- 
tween the  ideal  and  the  practicable. 
And  I  recommend  it  to  all  in  general 
practice  elsewhere.     Peter  Cooper.

Formulary  Shortcomings 

Sir, — Mr.  Patrick  has  touched  on 
only  one  of  the  absurdities  in  the 
British  National  Formulary.  Of  course 
it  is  stupid  to  go  to  elaborate  lengths 
to  sterilise  sodium  bicarbonate  eye 
lotion  unless  it  is  to  be  used  aseptically. 
That  is  especially  so,  since,  if  the  lotion 
is  prepared  by  the  simple  boiled-and- 
cooled-distilled-water  method,   it  will 
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be  as  sterile  as  the  air  that  is  in  con- 
stant contact  with  the  eye,  and  prob- 
ably more  sterile  than  the  equipment 
used  to  apply  it  to  the  eye.  It  is  high 
time  that  the  method  of  preparing  the 
formulary  was  drastically  revised.  The 
obvious  method  is  for  the  medical  side 
to  work  out  the  active  ingredients  to  be 
included  in  each  preparation,  and  for 
it  then  hand  over  to  a  committee  of 
practising  pharmacists,  including  say  a 
couple  of  heads  of  pharmacy  schools 
and  a  representative  of  the  manufactur- 
ing side.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  prac- 
tising pharmacist  thinks  that  any  of  the 
present   committee   have  made   up  a 
single    prescription    for   many  years. 
Ideally    each    preparation   should  be 
made  up  in  the  recommended  quantity, 
in  a  normal  pharmacy,  from  doctors' 
prescriptions  for  it,  to  iron  out  the 
snags  before  the  B.N.F.  is  published. 
This  is   probably  a  pipe  dream,  but 
even  without  that  suggested  procedure 
much  could  be  done,  simply  by  the  use 
of  a  little  common  sense,  to  improve 
the  Formulary.  The  present  volume  is 
not  a  formulary,  it  is  a  doctors'  hand- 
book. If  doctors  really  require  the  150 
or  so  pages  of  refresher  course,  two 
books  should  be  produced  —  one  with 
adequate  information  for  doctors,  the 
other  with  adequate   information  for 
chemists.  The  present  book  is  a  mass 
of  inconsistencies.  It  is  badly  in  need 
of  an  editor.  Take  the  first  section  of 
formulas:  "Applications"  (p. 150).  The 
first    preparation    simply    gives  the 
strength;    the    second    is    a  formula 
worked  out  in  apothecaries'  measures; 
the  third  is  a  proprietary;  the  fourth  is 
a  formula  worked  out  in  metric  mea- 
sures. It  is  true  that  in  this  case  the 
instructions  are  that  2  oz.  of  the  apoth. 
formula  and   50   mils   of  the  metric 
formula  are  to   be  supplied,   but  in 
many  instances,  notably  the  linctuses, 
paints,  creams  and  ointments,  that  is 
not  so.  The  same  confusion  and  lack  of 
system  are  shown  throughout  the  book. 
Full  instructions  are  given  for  making 
cod-liver  oil  emulsion  (which  no  one 
is  likely  to  make),  but  eye  drops,  which 
everyone  has  to  make,  is  referred  to 
the     British     Pharmaceutical  Codex 
details.     The     committee  apparently 
failed  to  agree  whether  to  group  the 
children's  formulas  separately,  as  they 
have  been  doing  for  many  years,  since 
so  many  of  them  appear  twice.  Some- 
times the  full  formula  is  given  twice, 
sometimes  not.   This   lack   of  system 
and  uniformity  is  entirely  at  variance 
with  the  basic  principles  of  a  well  run 
dispensary.

PLYMOUTH 
Elastic  Hosiery 

The  history  of  elastic  hosiery  from  its 
first  manufacture  by  machinery,  through 
the  Luddite  riots  to  the  present  day 
was  traced  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Taylor  (Las- 
tonet  Products,  Ltd.)  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  Plymouth  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  One  material  used 
for  elastic  hosiery  was  bobbin  net,  a 
development  from  lace  making.  The 
net  was  made  in  rolls.  To  the  measure- 
ments of  a  person's  leg,  etc.,  a  tem- 
plate was  prepared  from  a  selection  of 
300  adjustable  template  parts,  the  actual 
"spread  out"  stocking  was  then  cut 
with  scissors,  the  ends  turned  in  and 
stitched  together  by  machine.  Stockings 
of  yarn  were  prepared  on  a  circular 
machine  that  produced  a  continuous 
length.  A  third  type  of  stocking  was 
made  by  a  flat-bed  machine  process, 
in  which  two  sides  of  a  machine  faced 
each  other  and  the  movement  of  one 
continuously  linked  the  thread  from 
the  other  side  to  produce  the  material. 
The  speaker  showed  various  types  of 
stockings  and  materials  and  explained 
their  uses.  The  examples  included  a 
stocking  made  for  a  badly  burned  baby 
three  years  of  age  in  order  to  keep 
the  dressing  in  place,  and  thigh  ballet- 
style  tights,  also  for  keeping  dressings 
in  place,  for  badly  burned  airmen. 
Elastic  hosiery,  he  said,  did  not  lend 
itself  to  mass  production  since  each 
person  had  individual  measurements. 
The  lecture  was  followed  by  a  film  on 
varicose  ulcers  and  non-surgical  treat- 
ment. 

HULL 

Ways  of  Improving  Status 

Suggestions  for  restricting  the  num- 
ber of  pharmacies  in  order  to  improve 
the  status  of  the  pharmacist  were  made 
by  Mr.   G.  Teeling-Smith  (director, 
Office  of  Health  Economics)  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Hull  and  East  Riding 
Branches  of  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union.  Each  pharmacy,  by  provid- 
ing   more    extensive    services,  would 
justify    higher    professional  earnings. 
A  "major  public-relations  campaign"' 
would  also  improve  pharmacists'  status. 
All   too  often   said  the   speaker,  the 
pharmacist  was  thought  of  as  a  "failed 
doctor."  "In  the  past  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  campaigns  appear  to  have 
been  devoted  largely  to  the  dangers  of 
medicines  rather  than  to  their  benefits, 
and  that  might  discourage  the  public 
from  visiting  their  chemist."  Less  than 
half  the  earnings  of  the  retail  chemist 
came  from  the  sale  of  medicines,  and 
that  being  so  it  was  difficult  for  the 
small  independent  pharmacist  to  main- 
tain a  professional  status.  In  Denmark, 
Finland,  Holland  Austria  and  Sweden 
the  average  pharmacy  served  more  than 
twice  as  many  people  as  the  average 
pharmacy    in    Britain.    He  suggested 
pharmacists  should  again  give  health 
advice,  as  they  had  often  done  before 
the  days  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Those  people  who  did  not  go  to 
their  doctor  when  they  felt  ill  should  be 
encouraged  to  go  to  their  chemist,  who 
could,    in    appropriate  circumstances, 


tell  them  they  needed  to  consult  their 
doctor,  or  he  could  suggest  an  appro- 
priate palliative  to  be  taken  while 
minor  diseases  ran  their  course.  Mr. 
E.  A.  Brocklehurst  (chairman.  N.P.U. 
Executive)  said  that  in  his  opinion  the 
chances  of  reducing  the  number  of 
pharmacies  was  about  nil.  The  Govern- 
ment had  never  shown  any  interest  in 
the  matter.  Mrs.  H.  S.  Brocklehurst 
said  the  long-needed  restriction  would 
come  without  legislation,  as  shops 
which  did  a  poor  trade  were  closing. 

MANUFACTURERS' 
ACTIVITIES 

Entertained   Guests   in   Hungary. — 

Ferro  Metal  and  Chemical  Corporation, 
Ltd.,  who  work  closely  with  several 
larger  British  Chemical  Manufacturers 
in  exporting  to  Hungary  entertained  to 
dinner  in  Budapest  recently  a  number 
of  personalities  of  the  Hungarian  trad- 
ing organisations  dealing  in  chemicals. 

Mother  and  Baby  Contest. — For  the 
fourth  year  running,  five  leading  baby- 
care  products  manufacturers  sponsored 
Britain's  biggest  "Mother  and  Baby" 
contest,  presented  by  the  Lancashire 
Evening  Post,  Preston,  Lanes.  They 
were  the  manufacturers  of  Cow  and 
Gate  foods,  Delrosa  rose-hip  syrup, 
Golden  Babe  disposable  nappies, 
Heinz  foods  and  Zac  baby  products. 
First  prize  was  won  by  Mrs.  N. 
Edmondson,  Morecambe.  Lanes,  and 
her  fourteen-month-old  daughter,  who 
received  a  £500  endowment  policy 
maturing  at  £1,032  when  she  is  twenty- 
one.  Mrs.  Edmondson  collected  a  £100 
cheque  and  a  year's  supply  of  Delrosa. 
Second  prize  (£50)  went  to  Mrs.  E. 
Kirkpatrick  and  baby  daughter, 
Preston,  and  third  (£25)  to  Mrs.  N. 
Key  and  her  baby  son,  Leyland,  Lanes. 
All  three  prize-winning  children  were 
Delrosa  babies.  The  remaining  nine 
finalists  each  received  £5. 

EXPANSION  PROJECTS 

ABBOTT  LABORATORIES, 
Chicago,  U.S.A.,  are  expanding  anti- 
biotic output  to  satisfy  increasing  U.S. 
and  overseas  demand.  Three  buildings 
(cost:  $4'5  million)  at  which  antibio- 
tics will  be  crystallised  and  refined 
into  semi-finished  drugs  are  expected 
to  be  completed  in  the  summer  or 
autumn  of  1968. 

A  NEW  four-story  fragrance  centre 
that  is  being  built  in  Naarden,  Hol- 
land, by  N.V.  Chemische  Fabriek 
Naarden,  is  expected  to  be  in  opera- 
tion in  1967.  New  premises  have  also 
been  built  in  Sydney  for  Naarden 
Australia,  and  Naarden  India  moved, 
in  October  to  new  and  larger  premises 
in  Bombay.  Naarden  Beige  are  shortly 
occupying  a  building  twice  the  size  of 
their  present  one.  Four  other  overseas 
subsidiaries  have  all  announced  expan- 
sion plans.

In  Coventry  during  June  1966  con- 
tractors dispensed  145,652  prescriptions 
(99,337  forms)  at  a  total  cost  of  £71,093 
Average  cost  per  prescription  117'15d 
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A  Brake  on  "Redevelopment" 

Town-centre  redevelopment  schemes  that  have  the 
effect  of  putting  hundreds  of  small  traders  out  of  busi- 
ness and  opening  the  way  for  "get-rich-quick"  developers 
are  now  likely  to  get  short  shrift  at  Whitehall. 

Preference  is  in  future  being  given  to  well  founded 
schemes  in  development  areas  and  those  necessary  to 
provide  facilities  for  rapidly  growing  population,  as  in 
town-development  projects.  Mr.  Anthony  Greenwood 
(Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government)  has  told 
local  authorities  that  proposals  most  likely  to  gain  ap- 
proval for  loan  sanction  are  those  which  "skilfully 
combine  management  measures  and  the  conservation  of 
the  distinctive  atmosphere  and  character  of  town 
centres  with  some  limited  redevelopment." 

Other  schemes  likely  to  get  first  approval  are  those 
providing  essential  facilities  in  balance  with  housing 
schemes,  or  to  match  other  programmed  public  invest- 
ment such  as  urban  road  schemes.  "We  have  asked  local 
authorities,"  says  Mr.  O.  H.  Morris,  a  Ministry  spokes- 
man, "to  consider  carefully  the  extent  to  which  an  im- 
proved environment  and  efficient  functioning  of  town 
centres  can  be  achieved  by  measures  that  do  not  involve 
large  scale  re-building." 

In  a  circular  to  local  councils  the  Minister  makes  it 
clear  that  their  bids  for  a  slice  of  the  loan  monies  avail- 
able between  now  and  1972  will  have  to  be  realistic. 
Grandiose  schemes  will  stand  little  chance  against  more 
modest  and  possibly  more  effective  proposals. 

That  is  because  "it  is  imperative  ...  to  make  the  most 
effective  use  of  resources  within  the  limits  of  what  the 
country  can  afford." 

In  total  the  proposed  provision  of  facilities  in  town 
centre  schemes  up  and  down  the  country  is  held  greatly 
to  exceed  both  need  and  possibility  of  execution. 

Loan  sanctions  rose  from  nearly  £24  m.  in  1962-63 
to  nearly  £50  m.  in  1965-66,  and  would  have  risen 
higher  but  for  the  deferments  imposed  by  the  Govern- 
ment during  the  year.

I  make  my  income  tax  returns  under  schedule  D 
and  believe  that,  in  hiring  out  my  professional  services 
to  any  employer,  I  do  not  render  him  liable  to  pay 
selective  employment  tax  on  my  account.  Is  this  so? 
You  are  right.  Selective  employment  tax  is  only  payable 
in  respect  of  those  persons  for  whom  a  National  Insurance 
contribution  is  due  as  employees. 

In  view  of  the  complexities  of  the  new  legislation  pro- 
posed for  private  limited  companies,  could  you  inform 
us  of  the  disadvantages  (if  any)  of  conversion  to  pri- 
vate ownership  on  a  partnership  basis. 
The  main  disadvantages  of  trading  on  a  partnership  basis 
are  loss  of  limited-liability  status  so  that,  in  the  event  of 
business  failure  the  partners  can  be  personally  liable  to 
the  extent  of  the  whole  of  their  private  assets;  and  loss 
of  the  perpetual-succession  situation,  that  obtains  with 
companies.  On  the  death  or  retirement  of  any  partner  the 
partnership  would  cease,  and  if  the  business  continued  it 
would  have  to  be  as  a  new  business.  That  can  cause  certain 
financial  problems  on  dissolution.  With  many  small  busi- 
nesses today  the  partnership  basis  is  on  balance  probably 
the  one  to  be  preferred,  even  without  taking  account  of  the 
proposed  company  legislation.  The  fiscal  legislation  that 
has  been  enacted  recently  is  detrimental  to  the  small  com- 
pany. 

As  senior  partner  in  a  pharmaceutical  business  I  re- 
ceive a  two-thirds  share  of  the  profits.  My  partner,  who 
is  unqualified,  and  does  a  small  amount  of  the  clerical 
work  only,  receives  the  remaining  one-third.  Would 
you  consider  that  separate  statements  of  income  from 
business  profits,  along  with  the  necessary  claim  for 
allowances  and  tax  deduction  for  insurance,  would  be 
to  my  advantage! 
We  do  not  consider  you  would  be  any  better  off  for  tax 
purposes  were  tax  paid  in  any  way  other  than  that  which 
obtains  at  present.

An  unscripted  commentary  on  the  special 
problems  of  the  pharmacist  in  general  practice 

By  E.  C.  TENNER 


ONE  might  reasonably  say  that  fun  and  games  have 
been  had  by  all.  At  least  my  [literary]  colleague 
Xrayser  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  Society's 
Council  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  expose  to  a  certain 
amount  of  ridicule  the  treasurer  and  secretary  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  Nevertheless  there  is  a 
serious  side  to  the  resolution  regarding  the  payment  of 
locum  fees  to  members  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive,  and  it  is 
certain  that  the  figure  of  £5.000  mentioned  led  to  its  being 
defeated  without  proper  debate.  How  that  £5,000  was  arrived 
at.  otherwise  than  by  blind  guesswork,  it  is  difficult  to 
understand,  my  own  opinion  being  that  if  every  member 
of  the  Executive  claimed  such  fees  for  every  meeting,  and 
assessing  a  locum  at,  say.  £6  per  day,  the  maximum  figure 
would  be  something  in  the  region  of  £3,000.  However,  I 
do  not  think  that  it  was  ever  the  real  intention  of  the 
proposers  that  everyone  should  claim  automatically.  Surely 
the  idea  was  that,  if  a  single-handed  pharmacist  became  a 
member  of  the  Executive,  he  would  be  reimbursed  for  the 
cost  of  the  locum  whom  he  would  have  to  engage.  That, 
surely,  is  only  just  and  fair,  and  indeed  essential  if  the 
N.P.U.  is  to  attract  new  and  younger  general-practitioner 
pharmacists  to  its  Executive  Committee  (goodness  knows 
it  needs  some  young  blood;  the  average  age  at  present 
must  be  about  sixty,  and  I  doubt  if  more  than  perhaps 
two  of  its  members  are  under  fifty).  Surely  that  factor, 
coupled  with  the  farce  of  the  last  triennial  election,  when 
only  the  London  representatives  had  to  face  a  ballot,  would 
suggest  that  every  avenue  should  be  explored  in  the  effort 
to  attract  candidates  for  the  next  election.  I  would  express 
the  hope  that  some  branch  will  bring  forward  a  similar 
resolution  at  a  future  conference,  and  that  it  will  then  be 
treated  with  greater  —  and  proper  —  respect. 

Local  and  Central  Committees 

At  the  risk  of  boring  my  readers  (if  any).  I  feel  that  a 
remark  made  at  the  same  Conference  by  Mr.  Urwin  of 
Northumberland  merits  further  mention  and  discussion. 
He  said  'The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  system  is  weak, 
but  it  is  the  only  system  the  contractors  have."  Quite  cor- 
rect. It  is  the  only  system  we  have.  But  need  that  always  be 
the  case?  If  the  system  is  weak  —  and  I  believe  there  is 
a  good  deal  of  truth  in  Mr.  Urwin's  remark  —  then  we 
must  decide  where  the  weakness  lies,  and  consider  means 
of  substituting  strength  for  weakness.  It  is  certainly  a  pecu- 
liar set-up.  On  the  one  hand  we  have  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  and  on  the  other  the  Central  N.H.S.  Commit- 
tee, and  in  my  own  opinion  the  real  weakness  lies  in  the 
lack  of  a  proper  link  between  the  two.  Surely  it  is  ridiculous 
that  it  is  at  least  possible  for  a  person  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  without  being  a  member 
of  a  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  I  see  no  essential  reason 
why  the  apparently  main  qualification  for  membership 
of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  should  be  several  years' 
membership  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive,  and  it  has  long  been 
my  opinion  that  the  present  method  of  constitution  of  the 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  is  really  responsible  for  weak- 
ness at  ihe  Pharmaceutical  Committee  level.  Probably  a 
more  logical  method  of  deciding  the  membership  of  the 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  would  be  for  its  members  to  be 
elected  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  from  candidates 
sponsored  by  the  Committees.  Such  a  method  would,  of 
necessity,  lead  to  a  unity  of  thought  on  N.H.S.  affairs,  for 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  would  then  be  com- 
pletely responsible  for  the  actions  of  the  Central  Commit- 


tee and  would  themselves  have  complete  power  to  vary 
its  membership  at  each  period  of  election.  Under  the 
present  system  all  they  can  do  is  complain,  though  they  are 
well  aware  that  there  is  not  the  slightest  need  for  the  Cen- 
tral Committee  to  take  any  notice  of  their  complaint. 
Small  wonder  that  some  of  them  should  feel  frustrated  and 
have  difficulty  in  attracting  private  pharmacists  to  their 
ranks. 

A  Basis  for  Reconstruction 

In  the  same  context  as  the  above  it  could  be  argued 
that,  over  the  past  twenty  years,  the  Central  N.H.S.  Com- 
mittee has  been  actually  harmful  to  the  N.P.U.  organisation 
as  a  whole.  Recently  it  has  been  common  practice  for  Mal- 
linson  House  to  point  out  that  N.H.S.  work  constitutes 
only  one-third  of  the  work  of  a  general  practice  phar- 
macist, but  I  feel  quite  sure  that,  for  long  periods,  it  has 
absorbed  much  more  than  one-third  of  the  time  and  effort 
of  both  the  N.P.U.  Executive  members  and  the  staff  at 
Mallinson  House,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that, 
at  most  N.P.U.  conferences,  N.H.S.  has  stolen  far  more 
than  its  proportionate  share  of  the  available  time,  pro- 
bably to  the  detriment  of  other  equally  worthy  aspects  of 
N.P.U.  affairs.  At  this  moment  in  time  N.H.S.  matters 
appear  to  be  in  a  fairly  static  condition,  and  probably  both 
the  Committee  members  and  headquarters  staff  are  cop- 
ing quite  adequately  with  them,  but  one  is  given  to  wonder 
whether,  in  view  of  the  immense  broadening  of  the  N.P.U. 
field  of  onerations  during  recent  years,  they  could  deal 
satisfactorily  with  another  1961  crisis.  It  would  therefore 
seem  reasonable  to  suggest  that  a  Central  N.H.S.  Commit- 
tee constituted  on  the  lines  I  have  suggested  should  have 
its  own  headquarters  and  staff. 

Sharing  a  Pharmacist's  Time 

I  was  interested  to  note  that  my  last  article  coincided 
with  the  report  of  the  Mid-southern  Regional  Conference, 
at  which  the  same  possible  solution  of  the  rural  problem 
(one  pharmacist  undertaking  the  dispensing,  etc.,  at  more 
than  one  shop)  was  discussed.  In  this  discussion  I  was  im- 
pressed by  the  realistic  attitude  adopted  by  Mr.  W.  Talvan 
Rees  of  the  N.P.U.,  which  contrasted  favourably  with  the 
implication  that  existing  rules  must  be  rigidly  adhered  to 
and  can  never  be  altered,  as  expressed  by  Mr.  Darling  of 
the  Society. 

New  Year  Resolution 

In  conclusion  may  I  tender  to  all  my  colleagues  the 
compliments  of  the  season,  and  suggest  to  those  who  have 
still  not  made  use  of  the  N.P.U.  clearing  house  that  the 
finest  New  Year  resolution  they  can  make  is  to  write  for 
details  to  Mallinson  House  in  time  for  the  lanuary  1967 
clearance.  I  can  assure  them  that  this  is  probably  the  only 
New  Year  resolution  they  will  never  have  the  slightest 
wish  to  break.

Pharmaceutical  Society's  High  Court  Appeal 

(Continued  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  December  17,  p.  581). 


DURING  the  second  day  of  the  hear- 
ing, when  Mr.  N.  N.  McKinnon 
(counsel  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
was  reading  part  of  the  judgment 
given  by  Mr.  Justice  Pennycuick,  Mr. 
R.  Parker  (counsel  for  Mr.  Dickson) 
rose  to  make  it  plain,  as  he  said,  that 
the  question  of  reasonableness  could 
not  be  discussed  by  the  court,  because 
it  was  not  open  to  the  Society's  coun- 
sel to  raise  it  at  that  stage.  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinnon insisted  he  had  not  deviated 
"by  a  hair's  breadth"  from  the  stand 
he  had  taken  in  the  lower  court. 

Lord  Denning  :  I  see  what  you  con- 
tend. It  is  not  a  case  in  which  one  con- 
siders reasonableness  between  the 
parties.  —  Mr.  McKinnon:  That  is  it. 
There  are  no  parties. 

"Contract"  or  "Rule" 

Lord  Denning:  It  may  be  you  have 
got  to  consider  whether  they  are  un- 
duly oppressive  or  detrimental  to  the 
public.  This  "reasonableness  between 
the  parties"  arises  in  an  ordinary  con- 
tract case,  but  not  in  the  case  of  rules 
of  a  society  like  this?  —  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinnon: Particularly  when  one  of  the 
Society's  objects  is  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  members  in  their  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy. 

Lord  Denning:  Putting  it  at  the 
highest,  assuming  it  was  a  rule,  it 
would  not  be  invalid  on  the  ground 
of  not  being  reasonable  between  the 
parties,  because  all  rules  of  any  society 
like  this  are  to  some  extent  in  restraint 
of  trade?  —  Mr.  McKinnon:  They  are 
bound  to  be. 

Lord  Denning:  We  may  have  to 
consider  reasonableness  in  relation  to 
the  public.  —  Mr.  McKinnon:  You 
have  to  consider  that. 

Lord  Denning  :  But  reasonableness 
between  the  parties  does  not  arise  in 
a  case  like  this?  —  Mr.  McKinnon: 
Hard  as  I  argued  ...  I  couldn't  get 
the  judge  to  distinguish  between  this 
kind  of  society  and  ordinary  contract 
cases. 

Lord  Denning  :  It  is  obvious  that 
master-and-servant  cases  are  different 
from  this  sort  of  case. 

Later  Lord  Denning  asked  on  whom 
the  burden  of  proof  should  be  if  the 
question  of  reasonableness  between  the 
public  arose.  Mr.  McKinnon  replied 
"On  those  who  come  attacking  it." 

Lord  Denning:  It  is  for  those  who 
say  it  is  invalid  to  show  it  is.  That  is 
why  you  stood  on  the  pleading  point? 
—  Yes. 

Mr.  McKinnon  then  said  it  was 
wrong  to  say  the  Society  prosecuted 
cases  before  the  Statutory  Committee. 

Lord  Denning:  Your  point  is  that 
the  Statutory  Committee  is  an  inde- 
pendent body  with  a  chairman,  and 
that  complaints  may  be  alleged  before 
that  Committee  not  only  by  the  Society 
but  by  any  member  of  the  public. 

Mr.  McKinnon  went  on  that  the 
injunction  granted  to  Mr.  Dickson  pre- 
vented the  Society  from  appearing  be- 
fore the  Statutory  Committee  and  giv- 
ing evidence  referring  to  the  state  of 
premises  or  the  classes  of  goods  sold 


by  a  pharmacist  who  was  brought  be- 
fore the  Committee.  It  was  wrong  for 
the  judge  to  grant  an  injunction  when 
he  had  not  decided  the  question  on  the 
view  he  had  taken.  He  had  said 
"Restraint  of  trade.  Prima  facie  unlaw- 
ful. You  have  declined  battle  on  this. 
I  will  grant  an  injunction  restraining 
the  Society  from  preferring  a  complaint 
against  the  Statutory  Committee."  The 
correct  machinery,  said  Mr.  McKinnon, 
would  have  been  to  allow  any  question 
of  invalidity  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Statutory  Committee,  then  to  let  the 
decision  be  the  subject  of  an  appeal 
to  the  High  Court.  A  concrete  case 
could  have  been  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee, and  the  chairman  could  say 
"we  will  have  to  consider  whether  this 
is  going  to  act  unfairly  .  .  .  whether 
it  is  reasonable."  It  could  then  be  con- 
sidered on  the  whole  of  the  facts,  and 
a  proper  conclusion   come  to. 

After  hearing  a  number  of  prece- 
dents quoted  by  Mr.  McKinnon,  Lord 
Denning  commented  "We  get  to  the 
question  when  a  court  should  grant 
declarations  and  injunctions.  I  would 
not  like  to  apply  too  much  restriction 
on  the  powers  of  the  court  in  that  re- 
gard." 

Mr.  McKinnon:  I  am  not  seeking 
to  say  that  the  High  Court  has  not 
jurisdiction  to  grant  declarations  in 
practically  every  case  that  anybody  can 
think  of,  because  if  it  has  not  .  .  . 
people  might  well,  in  certain  cases,  be 
without  a  remedy. 

Lord  Justice  Danckwerts  :  In  cases 
of  corruption,  for  instance?  —  Exactly. 

Asked  by  Lord  Justice  Sachs  "Is 
there  any  evidence  that  the  pharmaceu- 
tical service,  as  opposed  to  the  status 
of  the  pharmacist,  has  been  adversely 
affected  by  the  fact  that  he  is  selling 
goods?"  Mr.  McKinnon  replied  on 
December  14  that  if  a  man  had  to  di- 
vide his  time  between  running  a  phar- 
macy as  a  professional  man  and  super- 
vising the  sale  of  non-pharmaceutical 
matters  in  "largish  shops"  then  it  was 
no  answer  to  say  that  he  could  appoint 
an  assistant  and  divide  up  the  work, 
because  his  attention  was  going  to  be 
distracted  from  dealing  with  the  purely 
pharmaceutical  items  and  dispensing. 
His  work  and  his  status  were  bound  to 
suffer. 

Lord  Denning:  Are  you  saying  that 
the  pharmacist  ought  to  stick  to  phar- 
macy? —  Mr.  McKinnon:  That  is  it. 

Pharmacists — Not  Tycoons 

Lord  Denning:  He  ought  not  to 
be  involved  in  managing  in  general 
stores?  —  Mr.  McKinnon:  We  say 
that  ...  so  far  as  a  pharmacist  is  con- 
cerned he  has  to  carry  out  pharmacy 
or  to  sell  only  traditional  goods.  It 
is  no  good  his  thinking  that  he  can 
combine  that  with  becoming  a  business 
tycoon. 

Mr.  McKinnon  then  referred  to  the 
pharmacy  at  Harrods'  store.  It  was. 
he  said,  entirely  isolated  in  the  control 
sense  from  the  rest  of  the  store.  "There 
is  a  pharmacist  in  charge  there  and  he 
supervises  that.  He  is  not  concerned 


with  what  is  sold  in  the  furniture  de- 
partment or  anywhere  else.  Lord 
Justice  Danckwerts  :  No,  but  there 
are  cosmetics  there. — Mr.  McKinnon: 
But  they  are  traditionals. 

Lord  Justice  Sachs:  You  are  talk- 
ing about  a  very  large  area  in  that 
department?  —  Mr.   McKinnon:  Yes. 

Lord  Justice  Sachs  :  One  of  the 
points  troubling  me  on  fact,  as  opposed 
to  law,  is  that  your  proposed  scheme 
does  not  produce  a  ratio  between  the 
area  to  be  devoted  to  retail  and  the 
area  to  be  devoted  to  pharmacy;  it 
produces  a  prohibition  on  certain  goods 
only,  not  necessarily  detrimental  goods. 

—  Mr.  McKinnon:  The  line  has  got 
to  be  drawn  somewhere,  if  we  are  to 
approximate  at  all  to  the  ideal  of 
having  the  pharmacist  practise  his  pro- 
fession in  reasonable  surroundings  and 
with  a  reasonable  status. 

Lord  Justice  Danckwerts  :  Could 
you  not  say  this  anyhow :  It  may  be 
a  matter  upon  which  opinions  differ, 
but  the  large  majority  of  the  members 
have  approved  the  motion?  —  That  is 
the   complete  answer. 

Independent  Committee 

Mr.  R.  Parker,  Q.C.  (counsel  for 
Mr.  Dickson),  addressing  the  court, 
agreed  that  the  Statutory  Committee 
was  an  independent  committee.  The 
[Society's]  Council  bitterly  resented  that 
it  should  be.  but  it  was  common  ground 
that  it  was.  However,  there  was  ample 
evidence  that  the  Society  prosecuted 
cases  before  the  Statutory  Committee 

—  "if  not  in  every  case,  in  every  case 
that  anybody  knows  about." 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Bloomfield  had 
both  said  that  90  per  cent,  of  phar- 
macists would  comply  with  the  motion. 
Any  suggestion  that  the  motion  would 
not  be  effectively  enforced  could  not 
bear  examination.  The  deterrent  in- 
volved in  striking  off  the  roll  was  more 
powerful  that  the  usual  damages  for 
breach  of  contract. 

"We  say  that  the  Crown  cannot  by 
charter  grant  power  to  impose  a  res- 
traint which  is  bad  at  common  law." 
Secondly  the  Society  could  not  by  by- 
law impose  a  restraint  that  was  bad  at 
common  law,  though  there  had  been 
no  case  yet  in  which  a  rule  of  profes- 
sional conduct  had  been  held  bad  on 
the  ground  of  restraint  of  trade.  The 
principle  was  entirely  clear  that  the 
law  was  not  powerless  to  act  when  a 
restraint,  backed  by  a  much  more 
powerful  sanction  than  a  fine  or  dam- 
ages, was  found  to  be  imposed  and  en- 
forced. It  was  clear  from  the  Jenkin 
case  that  money  could  not  be  expen- 
ded on  something  beyond  the  Society's 
powers.  Cases  on  by-laws  made  under 
statutory  authority  did  not  assist  the 
Society,  because  Parliament  could  do 
anything  whereas  the  Crown  could  not. 

A  point  of  great  importance  was 
that,  from  Mr.  Adams's  evidence  the 
Society  could  without  the  aid  of  the 
Statutory  Committee  impose  a  90  per 
cent,  restraint  "unchallengeable  at  any- 
time by  anybody."  simply  by  refraining 
from  taking  a  case  to  the  Statutory 
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Committee  or  by  relying  on  the  rule 
of  professional  conduct. 

Lord  Denning  :  Because  most  of 
their  members  would  feel  that  they 
could  not  go  against  the  rule?  —  Mr. 
Parker  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Parker  said  it  was  necessary  to 
look  at  "what  the  Society  does  by 
charter  and  what  it  does  by  statute." 
The  original  charter  had  been  con- 
firmed by  Parliament  in  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  1852,  in  which  there  was  also  a 
special  power  to  alter  by-laws.  The 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  extended  the 
power  of  the  Council  and  vested  in 
the  Privy  Council  certain  powers  pre- 
viously vested  in  one  of  the  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State. 

The  Pharmacy  Act,  1898,  amended 
the  charter  in  respect  of  Council  elec- 
tions. "Again  Parliament  interfered  with 
a  chartered  body."  The  first  supple- 
mental charter  contained  an  extension 
of  the  power  to  buy  and  hold  land. 
The  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  extended  by- 
laws, and  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  provided  that  everybody 
registered  as  a  pharmacist  had  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Society.  Sections  8,  9 
and  12  of  the  Act  indicated  that  there 
might  be  retail  sale  of  other  things 
than  drugs.  Mr.  Parker  read  out  Sec- 
tion 25:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Society  by  means  of  inspection  ...  to 
take  all  reasonable  steps  to  enforce  .  .  . 
and  the  Society  shall  .  .  .  appoint  .  .  . 
inspectors."  That  was  imposing  the 
duty  in  the  Society  to  enforce  certain 
specific  things  that  Parliament  con- 
sidered desirable. 

The  Society's  Charter 

Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act.  1941.  added  further 
duties  on  the  Society  and  indicated  that 
it  might  employ  for  that  purpose  the 
inspectors  appointed  by  them  under 
section  25  of  the  principal  Act,  thus 
recognising  that  it  was  necessary  to 
give  additional  power  if  the  inspectors 
were  to  be  used  for  additional  pur- 
poses. The  same  situation  obtained 
under  the  Penicillin  Act,  1947.  Section 
8  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1953,  confirmed 
the  Charters  of  the  Society  but  added 
"Nothing  in  this  section  affects  any 
power  exercisable  by  Her  Majesty  by 
virtue  of  Her  Royal  Prerogative.  .  .  ." 
The  Pharmacy  Act,  1954,  which  re- 
realed  the  1953  Act,  included  no  simi- 
lar confirmation,  so  that  the  Charter  of 
the  Society  now  stood  squarely  on  the 
Royal  Prerogative  and  on  nothing  else. 

To  show  that  the  inspectors  were  be- 
ing used  for  purposes  other  than  those 
prescribed  in  the  Acts,  Mr.  Parker  re- 
ferred to  the  Statement  upon  Matters 
of  Professional  Conduct,  to  correspond- 
ence in  June  1965  between  the  Society 
and  the  secretary  of  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  and  to  instruc- 
tions issued  by  the  Society  to  its 
inspectors.  "These  inspectors,"  he  de- 
clared, "are  used  as  part  of  the 
machinery  for  enforcement  of  the 
statement  on  Professional  Conduct." 

On  December  15  Mr.  Parker  asked 
the  court  to  consider  the  evidence  that 
had  been  given  in  the  lower  court  con- 
cerning supervision  and  new  entrants. 
Mr.  Drummond  and  Mr.  Tomlinson 
had  both  agreed  that  the  "cure"  for 
problems  of  supervision  and  "distrac- 


tion" was  to  employ  another  pharma- 
cist. Mr.  Bloomfield  had  said  that  the 
increasing  activities  beyond  the  purely 
professional  and  traditional  lines  dis- 
tracted the  pharmacist  from  his  profes- 
sional function.  "Although  he  thinks 
distraction  is  vital  he  is  not  in  the  least 
disturbed  by  being  away  from  the 
pharmacy  to  test  eyes  and  he  accepts 
that  a  great  deal  can  be  done  by  way 
of  proper  arrangements." 

Mr.  Adams  had  agreed  that,  in  a 
store,  the  cure  would  be  to  make  sure 
that  the  non-pharmacy  side  was  in  con- 
trol of  a  thoroughly  responsible  person. 

Wines  and  Spirits 

The  Society's  witnesses  had  said  that 
pharmacy  was  not  viable  without  tradi- 
tional lines.  On  the  question  of  the 
range  of  goods  Mr.  Parker  did  not 
think  he  need  go  further  than  the 
judge's  finding  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  chemists  shops  sold  a  wide  range 
of  goods  up  to  and  including  wines 
and  spirits,  outside  the  range  of  what 
would  be  permitted  goods  if  the  motion 
was  put  into  effect. 

Lord  Denning:  Some  chemists  sell 
wines  and  spirits?  —  Mr.  Parker:  The 
chairman  of  the  Ethical  Committee 
does.  I  believe  it  is  quite  common. 

Lord  Denning:  Did  he  give  evid- 
ence? —  Mr.  Parker:  He  did  not,  but 
Mr.  Bloomfield  accepted  that  this  was 
the  position. 

Lord  Denning  :  Mr.  Bloomfield  does 
his  optical  goods  and  traditional  goods 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Ethical  Com- 
mittee does  pharmaceuticals  and  wines 
and  spirits?  —  Mr.  Parker:  And  per- 
haps a  lot  more.  We  found  out  about 
the  wines  and  spirits  and  it  seemed 
comical  to  us. 

Lord  Justice  Sachs  :  Wines  and 
spirits  are  not  in  paragraph  19?  — Mr. 
Parker  :  They  are  not  in  the  range  of 
permitted  goods. 

Lord  Denning  :  You  are  drawing 
attention  to  it  because  a  pharmacist 
newly  setting  up  might  want  to  sell 
wines  and  spirits?  —  Mr.  Parker:  I 
mention  it  because  two  terms  men- 
tioned in  this  connection  may  perhaps 
have  been  in  the  back  of  your  Lord- 
ship's mind  for  a  little  time  now: 
"capricious"  and  "arbitrary".  If  phar- 
macies were  to  survive  they  had  to  be 
able  to  compete.  It  was  apparent  the 
motion  limited  their  ability  to  do  so. 
He  asked  the  court  to  find  it  was  not 
in  the  interests  of  pharmacists.  The 
Society's  witnesses  had  shown  it  was 
against  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Mr.  Parker,  on  December  16, 
quoted  precedents  to  show  that,  for 
centuries,  it  had  been  a  man's  common- 
law  right  to  exercise  any  trade  he 
pleased,  and  that  justification  for  inter- 
fering with  that  right  must  clearly  be 
shown.  He  also  sought  to  show  that  the 
Crown  could  not  generally  interfere  in 
that  right,  nor  give  anyone  a  power 
to  do  so. 

Later  Mr.  Parker  asserted  that  the 
motion  was  clearly  a  restraint  of  trade. 
Its  effect  was  to  stop  pharmacists 
from  selling  from  pharmacies  what  they 
had  a  common  right  to  sell.  It  was 
outside  the  powers  of  the  Society  un- 
less it  was  properly  justified,  and  all 
talk  about  means — whether  by  by-law 
or  contract,  rule  of  professional  con- 


duct or  charter,  was  irrelevant.  The 
Society  proposed  to  exercise  a  func- 
tion which  the  Crown  could  not  give 
them  the  power  to  exercise.  By-law 
cases    under    statute    showed,  such 
was  the  disfavour  in  which  restraints 
were   viewed,  that   even   when  there 
was  Parliamentary  sanction  a  restraint 
could  be  challenged  on  the  grounds  of 
unreasonableness.     Previous  charter 
cases  showed  that  the  onus  was  upon 
the  body  seeking  to  uphold  the  re- 
straint to  justify  it.  Mr.  Parker  claimed 
that    Judge    Pennycuick    had  rightly 
stated  it  was  for  the  party  seeking  to 
uphold  the  alleged  restraint  to  prove 
that  the  restraint  was  reasonable  so  far 
as  the  interests  of  the  parties  was  con- 
cerned. The  fact  that  the  rules  of  pro- 
fessional   conduct    were    binding  "in 
honour  only"  made  no  difference  ex- 
cept that  it  brought  the  case  nearer 
to  contract  cases  than  to  any  other 
type  of  case,  and  in  any  event  the 
doctrine  had  been  applied  to  trade- 
union  rules  that  were  not  enforceable 
in  a  court.  If,  said  Mr.  Parker,  he  did 
have  to  establish  that  the  restraint  was 
not  reasonable  in  the  public  interest, 
then  he  submitted  that  it  was  because 
(1)  it  was  arbitrary  and  capricious  in 
its   effects,   (2)   it   would   reduce  the 
number  of  pharmacies  available  to  the 
public:  (3)  it  would  make  the  remain- 
ing pharmacies  less  viable  and  would 
therefore  remove  or  tend  to  remove 
the  good  remuneration  and  career  pros- 
pects that  at  present  attracted  young 
pharmacists;  (4)  it  would  prevent  the 
public  from  buying  what  they  wanted 
where  they  wanted:  (5)  it  would  reduce 
rather  than  enhance  pharmacists'  status 
if  it  had  anything  to  do  with  status 
at   all;    (6)   an   indirect  consequence 
would  be  an  increase  in  the  National 
Health  Service  payments  for  pharma- 
cists in  order  that  they  should  remain 
viable,  and  that  would  affect,  in  one 
way  or  another,  every  member  of  the 
public;  and  (7)  it  would  amount  to 
an   arbitrary   licensing  system  which 
Parliament  had  not  seen  fit  to  authorise 
and  which  the  Crown  could  not  itself 
carry  out. 

First  Challenge 

Lord  Denning  said  "We  have  had 
professional  rules  and  codes  for  hund- 
reds of  years.  This  is  the  first  case 
which  I  know  of  in  which  a  profes- 
sional rule  restrictive  of  trade  has 
been  brought  before  the  Courts  as  be- 
ing open  to  challenge." 

Mr.  Parker:  I  think  this  is  the  first 
case.  I  accept  that.  Perhaps  by  way 
of  final  observation  I  may  say  this.  At 
one  time,  in  the  very  early  part,  it 
may  have  appeared  to  your  Lordships 
that  this  was  a  case  in  which  Boots, 
for  purely  commercial  reasons,  were 
endeavouring  to  escape  from  a  perfect- 
ly fair  and  reasonable  professional 
rule.  Now  that  your  Lordships  have 
seen  the  case  and  the  evidence,  I  ven- 
ture to  hope  that  your  Lordships  may 
realise  that  this  is  not  such  an  attempt. 
It  is  an  attempt  to  ask  the  Courts  for 
that  which  they  are  traditionally  there 
to  protect,  that  is  to  protect  the 
liberty  of  the  subject  and  to  avoid 
or  stop  an  abuse.  The  principles  are 
well  settled.  The  law  should  not  be 
stultified.  The  hearing  continued. 
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IMMUNOLOGICAL  VIEW  OF  CANCER 

Discussions  at  a  symposium  on  life-shortening  disorders 


THE  view  that  cancer  may  result  from 
a  deficiency  in  the  body's  immunologi- 
cal mechanism  was  expressed  by  Dr. 
David  Long  (chief  medical  adviser  and 
head  of  the  medical  research  depart- 
ment, Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.) 
during  a  symposium  organised  in  Lon- 
don by  the  Office  of  Health  Economics 
on  November  27  on  the  subject  of 
diseases  affecting  the  under  forty-fives. 
Dr.  Long  suggested  that  most  people 
developed  cancer  but  cured  themselves 
because  their  immune  mechanism 
recognised  and  destroyed  the  cancer 
cells  as  soon  as  they  arose.  In  people 
with  some  degree  of  immunological  in- 
competence, that  ability  was  diminished. 
Man,  monkey  and  guinea-pig  had  a 
much  lower  incidence  of  cancer  than 
most  species  of  animals  and  their  rela- 
tive immunity  was  associated  with  in- 
ability to  synthesise  ascorbic  acid,  a 
marked  resistance  to  the  catabolic 
effects  of  cortisone  and  an  ability  of 
their  lymphocytes  to  localise  and  destroy 
foreign  cells  by  producing  the  classic 
delayed  allergic  response.  There  were, 
said  the  speaker,  marked  correlations 
between  the  natural  variation  in  health 
and  disease  in  the  ability  to  produce 
the  delayed  allergic  response,  and  the 
susceptibility  of  the  animal  to  virus- 
induced  or  drug-induced  cancer.  During 
the  anabolic  years  the  response  was 
strong,  but  it  fell  rapidly  in  later  years. 
In  people  with  cancer,  that  capacity 
was  diminished  to  a  degree  dependent 
on  the  severity  of  the  disease. 

Prospects  for  Early  Detection 

Dr.  Long  said  it  was  possible  that 
immunologically  incompetent  people — 
those  with  a  reduced  capacity  to  pro- 
duce a  delayed  allergic  response — were 
more  susceptible  to  cancer  than  those 
with  a  full  response.  It  might  eventu- 
ally become  possible  to  detect  such  in- 
competence by  immunological  means 
before  people  contracted  cancer,  or  to 
treat  them  after  they  had  developed  the 
disease  so  as  to  enhance  their  immuno- 
logical capacity  to  destroy  their  own 
cancer.  Such  an  approach  might  be  by 
transfusion  of  immune  lymphocytes  to 
destroy  the  tumour,  though  the  effect 
would  be  transitory  as  the  cells  were 
themselves  antigenic  and  would  be 
destroyed.  It  would  be  better  to  tiy 
and  isolate  the  transfer  factor  that  was 
teaching  the  lymphocytes  to  produce 
the  delayed  allergic  response.  In  the 
United  States  transfers  of  ribonucleic 
acid  from  one  cell  to  the  cell  it  was 
wished  to  teach  had  been  carried  out. 
Among  non-specific  approaches  there 
was  the  belief  that  anything  that  pro- 
duced protein  anabolism  ought  to  in- 
crease a  patient's  capacity  to  react  to 
his  own  tumours. 

Work  was  also  in  progress  on  giving 
large  doses  of  immunosuppressive  drugs 
to  cause  maximum  damage  to  the 
tumour.  When  such  drugs  were 
stopped  there  was  an  immunological 
"rebound"  response,  and  there  was  hope 
that  it  would  destroy  the  more  distant 
metastases.  All  the  methods  were  at 
this  stage  only  speculative,  and  could 
not  yet  be  applied  to  human  disease. 


The  symposium  had  been  called  to 
mark  publication  of  O.H.E.'s  twenty- 
first  paper:  "Disorders  which  shorten 
life"  (price  2s.  6d.  post  free) — a  review 
of  mortality  trends  for  persons  between 
the  ages  of  15  and  44.  In  the  opening 
paper  Mr.  G.  Teeling-Smith  (director 
of  O.H.E.)  showed  that  a  previously 
sharp  decline  in  mortality  among  young 
adults  had  ended  in  1960.  There  was 
now  in  that  age  group  a  fairly  constant 
annual  death  rate  of  about  24,000,  with 


almost  75  per  cent,  accounted  for  by 
accidents,  cancer,  heart  disease  and 
suicide.  Each  of  these  causes  was 
being  dealt  with  during  the  sym- 
posium, he  said,  by  an  eminent 
speaker.  He  estimated  that,  by  pre- 
vention or  cure  of  the  remaining  in- 
fections, by  earlier  detection  and  more 
effective  treatment  of  some  cancers,  by 
prevention  of  deficiency  diseases,  by 
provision  of  intensive  care  units  for 
coronary  heart  diseases,  and  by  reduc- 
tion of  road  accidents,  poisoning, 
drowning  and  suicide,  it  should  be  pos- 
sible to  save  6,000  to  7,000  of  the  lives 
of  young  adults  lost  each  year. 


THE  EYE  AND  PREPARATIONS  FOR  IT 

Edinburgh  members  discuss  practical  problems 


AN  address  on  eye  preparations  was 
given  by  Mr.  G.  Smith  (Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences)  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Edinburgh  and  South-eastern 
Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  Galashiels  recently.  After  a 
short  description  of  the  anatomy  of  the 
eye  Mr.  Smith  described  the  modern 
approach  to  formulating  medicinal  pre- 
parations as  being  first  to  seek  informa- 
tion on  the  absorption,  action  and  fate 
of  drugs.  For  ophthalmic  drugs,  he  said, 
precise  information  on  all  those  aspects 
was  seldom  available.  Slides  illustrated 
the  talk  and  examples  of  new  filters 
now   available  were  shown. 

Mr.  A.  N.  Fleming  asked  whether 
sterilisation  by  filtration  was  a  univers- 
ally acceptable  method  for  eye  drops, 
and  whether  it  was  feasible  to  sterilise 
the  rubber  caps  of  bottles  by  auto- 
claving.  He  recalled  having  had  great 
difficulty  with  rubber  caps  during  his 
army  service.  Mr.  Smith's  reply  was 
that  sterilisation  by  filtration  was  an 
alternative  to  heat  sterilisation  in  many 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  mono- 
graphs, and  the  rubber  teats  now 
available  should  withstand  autoclaving. 

Standard  Glass  Bottles 

He  told  Mr.  F.  Hepburn,  Edinburgh, 
that  glass  bottles  complying  with 
British  Standard  1679  (part  5):  1965, 
were  made  either  of  neutral  or 
of  specially  treated  soda  glass.  The 
treated  soda-glass  bottles  should  not 
be  autoclaved  more  than  once.  The 
standard  specifications  had  been  de- 
signed to  eliminate  contamination 
at  the  joint  between  teat  and  con- 
tainer. The  three  Codex  bactericides 
were  all  satisfactory  for  their  intended 
purpose.  Choice  of  bactericide  was 
governed  mainly  by  compatibility  and 
by  the  period  of  time  over  which  the 
eye  drops  were  likely  to  be  used.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Grosset,  Edinburgh,  asked  how 
much  influence  the  "Birmingham  in- 
cident" had  had  in  causing  the  "stam- 
pede" to  revise  the  monographs  on  eye 
drops  and  what  evidence  there  was  of 
serious  eye  injuries  following  conven- 
tional methods  of  preparation.  Would 
it  be  possible  to  persuade  manufac- 
turers to  supply  a  sterile  ""liquor  pro" 
each  bactericide  so  that  an  aseptic  tech- 
nique could  be  used  to  dissolve  the 
medicament  in  the  solution.  Mr.  Smith 
replied  that  the  revision  of  the  eye- 
drops monographs  had  begun  long  be- 
fore the  Birmingham  incident.  Evidence 


of  the  dangers  of  contaminated  eye 
drops  had  been  published  in  the  United 
States  and  Australia.  Some  of  it  related 
to  eye  drops  prepared  in  retail  phar- 
macies, though  much  to  solutions  used 
in  hospitals  and  clinics.  He  did  not 
think  that  dissolving  medicaments  in 
sterilised  solutions  of  bactericides 
would  be  acceptable.  Much  work  was 
being  done  on  investigating  the  heat 
stability  of  chloramphenicol  and  sul- 
phacetamide. 

Mr.  Grosset  said  he  still  believed 
his  suggestion  would  vastly  improve 
the  present  standards  of  preparing  eye 
drops.  Since  the  water  was  frequently 
the  source  of  contamination,  the  use 
of  sterile  solutions  of  the  bactericides 
would  surmount  that  difficulty,  leaving 
only  the  question  of  contamination  of 
the  drugs  themselves.  Mr.  K.  Holme. 
Galashiels,  was  told  that,  with  the  col- 
laboration of  the  manufacturers,  much 
work  had  been  done  on  the  design  of 
containers  and  droppers. 

CAREERS  IN  INDUSTRY 
Manchester  prize-giving  address 

SPEAKING  on  "Future  Career  Possi- 
bilities in  Industry"  at  the  annual  prize- 
giving  to  students  of  the  department 
of  pharmacy.  University  of  Manches- 
ter, recently,  Mr.  D.  Buchanan  (phar- 
maceuticals division,  Geigy  (U.K.), 
Ltd.)  said  that,  though  the  graduate 
had  already  prepared  for  himself  a 
firm  foundation,  the  present  multi- 
plicity of  opportunities  made  decision 
difficult.  In  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
ture the  fields  of  compounding  and 
packaging;  formulation  and  develop- 
ment: and  marketing  were  exclusive  to 
pharmacists;  many  others  were  open  to 
them  Relatively  little  movement  took 
place  from  marketing  to  other  depart- 
ments of  industry,  but  elsewhere  ample 
movement  existed.  One's  first  post 
should  be  looked  upon  as  additional 
foundation  and  no  short-term  decision 
should  be  taken  that  allowed  long-term 
advantages  to  be  lost.  Normal  progress 
was  from  narrow  to  increased  responsi- 
bility, involving  delegated  responsi- 
bility without  loss  of  control.  Phar- 
macy was  more  international  than  any 
other  industry  and  leading  manufac- 
turers of  specialities  needed  people 
who  could  work  with  holders  of  simi- 
lar qualifications  in  other  countries. 
For  them  the  opportunities  were  un- 
limited,   concluded     Mr.  Buchanan. 
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Professor  K.  Bullock,  in  his  re- 
port as  head  of  his  department,  said 
that  sixty-five  admissions  during  the 
year  had  brought  the  total  number  of 
students  to  190.  The  proportion  of  stu- 
dents in  the  honours  school  was  in- 
creasing. So  was  the  proportion  of 
women  to  men,  with  women  for  the 
first  time,  in  the  majority  in  the  first 
year  of  course. 

Medical  students  had  again  been 
given  a  course  on  prescription  writing 
and  pharmaceutical  services,  and  a 
short  course  on  quality  control  of 
drugs  had  been  provided  for  hospital 
pharmacists.  It  had  included  modern 
instrumentation  in  analysis.  The  depart- 
ment was  equipped  to  develop  post- 
graduate courses  as  the  need  arose. 

Many  research  papers  had  been  pre- 
sented.  Lectures  had  been  given  at, 


SENIOR  executives  of  major  manufac- 
turers answered  searching  questions 
from  pharmacists  at  a  meeting  arranged 
by  Newcastle  Branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  on  November 
22.  Messrs.  C.  M.  B.  Atkinson  (north- 
ern district  sales  manager,  Beecham 
Toiletry  Division),  D.  V.  Taylor 
(executive,  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.), 
D.  Shattock  (dealer  sales  manager, 
Kodak,  Ltd.),  and  M.  Godfrey  (region- 
al sales  manager,  Yardley,  Ltd.)  were 
invited  to  speak  briefly  on  the  history 
and  organisation  of  their  companies. 
The  introduction  was  followed  by  two 
hours  of  questions  from  members, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  B.  V. 
Atkins. 

Chemists  Highly  Regarded 

Asked  if  there  was  a  barrier  between 
the  aims  of  the  manufacturer  and  those 
of  the  pharmacist  Mr.  Atkinson  said 
that  pharmacists'  views  on  products 
and  promotions  were  always  valuable 
to  his  company  for  future  mutual 
success  in  selling.  Mr.  Godfrey 
agreed,  adding  that  insufficient  infor- 
mation on  a  chemist's  requirements 
was  received  by  Messrs.  Yardley. 
Commenting  on  the  distribution  of 
Beecham  toiletries  through  various 
types  of  outlet.  Mr.  Atkinson  said 
that  as  high  impulse  purchases,  the 
widest  distribution  was  sought  in  order 
to  offer  the  consumer  high  quality 
products  at  an  acceptable  price.  How- 
ever, the  chemist  was  regarded  as  of 
great  importance. 

Questioned  on  the  discount  structure 
now  applicable  to  colour  films,  Mr. 
Shattock  said  that  quantity  discounts 
served  a  useful  function  in  business 
— and  colour  films  were  no  exception, 
particularly  given  the  demands  which 
the  Board  of  Trade  had  made  on 
Kodak  Ltd.  One  good  point  to  come 
out  of  recent  changes  was  that,  assum- 
ing resale  price  maintenance  on  colour 
films  had  to  come  off  eventually,  the 
shortening  of  discounts  in  one  opera- 
tion— in  the  context  of  the  Monopolies 
Commission  report — and  the  issue  of 
recommended  prices,  has  shortcircuited 
the  long  period  of  chaos  and  price  cut- 
ting that  had  occurred  in  other  coun- 
tries when  r.p.m.  was  removed.  Colour 


among  other  events,  the  symposium 
organised  by  the  Czechoslovak  Aca- 
demy of  Science,  the  meeting  on  radio- 
sterilisation  in  Vienna,  the  United 
Kingdom  Spore  Group  meeting  at 
Leeds,  and  the  British  Pharmacealical 
Conference.  During  Conference  week 
over  150  members  had  visited  the  de- 
partment and  seen  some  of  the  new 
apparatus  in  use.

printing  was  still  very  profitable  and 
would  become  even  more  important  as 
a  profit  earner  as  colour  film  sales 
increased. 

On  the  question  of  dead  stock  Mr. 
Godfrey  said  that  normally  the 
maximum  notice  —  sometimes  six 
months — was  given  of  the  introduction 
of  a  new  Yardley  range.  The  company 
would  credit  retailers  for  products  that 
were  faulty,  damaged  in  delivery,  or 
display  soiled.  Mr.  Atkinson  referred 
to  the  part  played  by  Beecham  Toiletry 
Division  sales  representatives  in  con- 
ducting regular  stock  checks  at  phar- 
macies in  order  to  obviate  an 
overstocked  situation. 

Finally,  the  panel  was  asked  if  in 
their  eyes  pharmacies  were  up  to  the 
standard  required  for  the  successful 
retailing  of  the  manufacturers'  pro- 
ducts. The  speakers  agreed  that  some 
were  and  some  were  not.  Mr. 
Atkinson  said  that  chemists  were 
generally  becoming  more  modern  in 
their  attitudes  to  selling.

Multiple  Stirrer. — Cenco,  Konijne- 
berg  40,  Breda.  Holland,  offer  a  stirrer 
that  accommodates,  stirs  and  illumi- 
nates four  vessels  from  underneath. 
The  apparatus,  the  four-position  Lum 
stirrer,  consists  of  a  rectangular  steel 
cabinet  with  translucent  opal-glass  top- 
plate  under  which  are  mounted  two 
fluorescent  tubes.  Accurate  and  uni- 
form determination  of  titration  end- 
points  are  thus  made  possible  and  stir- 
ring processes  facilitated  where  visual 
and  colour  judgments  are  necessary. 
Separate  stirrer  control  knobs  and  pilot 
lamps  are  provided  for  the  magnetic 
stirrers  so  that  each  may  be  used  in- 
dependently. The  stirring  positions  are 
marked  by  a  black  ring,  which  is  also 
used  for  centring  the  vessels. 


PATIENTS  PACK  DRESSINGS 

Pilot  scheme  in  operation  at  Banstead 


THE  use  of  patients  to  pre-pack  dress- 
ings is  being  tried  out  at  Banstead 
Hospital,  Surrey.  That  emerges  from 
the  annual  report  of  the  South-west 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Pharmacists' 
Committee  for  the  year  ended  lune 
30.  The  scheme,  which  was  inaugur- 
ated in  June,  is  expected  to  prove  of 
both  therapeutic  and  pecuniary  benefit 
to  the  patients  and  to  secure  a  prompt 
supply  of  pre-packed  dressings  for 
hospitals. 

The  report  states  that  quality  con- 
trol laboratories  have  been  established 
at  Holloway  Sanatorium  and  at  South- 
lands and  Worthing  hospitals.  Pharma- 
cists in  charge  of  the  laboratories  have 
attended  courses  in  quality  control 
techniques.  Two  pharmacopoeial 
monographs  are  reported  to  have  been 
amended  following  criticisms  from  the 
laboratories. 

Vacancies  for  pharmacists  are 
recorded  as  having  risen  to  forty  at 
June  30  (from  twenty-three  in  the  pre- 
vious year).  The  report  comments 
"there  is  certainly  something  striking 


in  a  situation  where,  although  more 
pharmacists  than  ever  qualify  each 
year,  fewer  can  be  persuaded  to  spend 
even  a  portion  of  their  professional 
life  in  hospital  pharmacy."  Suspension 
of  out-patient  dispensing  at  a  number 
of  hospitals  is  felt  likely  to  lead  to  a 
sharp  rise  in  the  issue  of  forms  EC10 
(HP),  so  nullifying  any  savings  effected 
under   the    drug   contracting  scheme. 

Two  intensive  residential  post- 
graduate courses  were  organised  dur- 
ing the  year,  twelve  pharmacists  taking 
part  in  each.  Four  courses  are 
planned  for  early  1967  and  it  is  inten- 
ded to  extend  invitations  to  pharma- 
cists in  adjoining  regions. 

In  an  attempt  to  counter  the 
shortage  of  qualified  staff  a  recruit- 
ment campaign  for  post-graduate 
students  was  mounted  in  the  autumn 
of  1965.  Initial  interest  was  shown, 
but  the  final  intake  was  only  two,  plus 
one  trainee  privately  recruited.  No  diffi- 
culty has  so  far  been  found  in  recruit- 
ing trainees  for  the  post  of  dispensing 
assistant. 


COMPANY  EXECUTIVES  QUESTIONED 

Policies  defined  at  Newcastle  N.P.U.  meeting 
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IRISH  WHOLESALERS'  DINNER 

Disappointment  expressed  on  White  Paper 


THE  reputation  of  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Federation  of 
Ireland  was  fully  maintained  at  this 
year's  function  held  in  Dublin  on 
November  30.  The  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  (Mr. 
M.  L.  Cashman)  proposing  the  toast  to 
the  Federation,  paid  tribute  to  two 
former  members  who  had  played  an 
important  part  in  developing  the  whole- 
sale service  —  the  late  Mr.  Alec  David- 
son and  the  late  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill.  The 
student  of  today,  he  said,  owed  much 
to  the  foresight  of  Mr.  Cahill  (a  for- 
mer president  of  the  Society)  in 
developing  the  Society's  educational 
programme.  The  variety  and  complexity 
of  the  products  the  pharmacist  had  to 
provide  were  such  that  none  could 
hope  to  function  without  the  informa- 
tion and  services  made  available  by 
the  wholesalers.  Criticisms  had  arisen 
from  the  acceptance,  in  principle,  of 
proposals  to  provide  a  pharmaceutical 
service  for  the  lower-income  group  that 
passed  over  the  wholesalers.  "The  con- 
cept that  the  wholesaler  would  not  play 
a  part  in  this  scheme  by  supplying  the 
materials  was  not  of  my  making.  Nor 
was  it  the  idea  of  those  associated  with 
me.  However,  I  believe  you  will  have 
no  difficulty  in  accepting  the  principle 
that  my  first  responsibility  is  to  my 
fellow  pharmacists,  to  ensure  that  their 
professional  services  are  made  avail- 
able to  the  entire  community,  and 
availed  of  by  the  community."  The 
important  thing  was  that  the  materials 
should  be  available  when  and  where 
needed.  Economies,  justified  in  many 
fields,  must  in  matters  of  health  be 
secondary  to  a  good  service.  In  pro- 
viding those  services  society  must  res- 
pect the  dignity  of  the  recipient.  He 
hoped  a  good  pharmaceutical  service 
for  the  entire  community,  complemen- 
tary to  the  medical  service,  would  soon 
be  available  and  that  the  wholesale 
group,  with  its  experience  and  know- 
how,  would  also  be  called  upon  to 
play  its  part. 

Aware  of  the  Need 

Mr.  Thomas  Ruddock  (managing 
director,  May  Roberts  (Ireland),  Ltd.) 
said  in  reply  that  the  wholesalers  were 
very  conscious  of  the  need  to  provide 
an  efficient  service  for  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country.  No  individual 
pharmacist  could  carry  the  full  range 


of  products  now  existing  nor  foresee 
what  a  doctor  was  likely  to  order.  The 
wholesaler's  function  was  to  ensure  that 
adequate  stocks  of  all  drugs  were  in 
supply.  He  believed  that,  in  the 
eventual  scheme,  a  place  would  be 
found  for  the  wholesaler.  Mr.  Rud- 
dock welcomed  Dr.  Hensey  (Depart- 
ment of  Health)  representing  the 
Minister,  and  Mrs.  Hensey. 

The  toast  to  the  guests  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  J.  P.  Holland,  who  wel- 
comed especially  Messrs.  Harry 
Hindley  and  Hugh  Palmer  (two  former 


presidents)  the  registrar  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  (Mr.  J. 
G.  Coleman),  and  the  president  of  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical 
Representatives'  Association  (Mr.  M. 
Martin).  Mr.  William  Gardner  (presi- 
dent, Irish  Drug  Association)  who  re- 
plied, said  all  were  grateful  for  the 
service  provided  by  the  wholesalers, 
and  he  did  not  think  the  State  realised 
what  it  would  be  missing  without  that 
service.  The  lot  of  the  pharmacist  had 
become  more  complicated  with  the 
turnover  and  wholesale  taxes,  which 
made  great  demands  on  his  time.  Fine 
service  had  been  provided  by  the 
wholesalers  in  spite  of  the  shipping 
strike  and  other  difficulties.

ULSTER  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  December  10,  p.  564) 
MR.  J.  S.  Dundee,  who  sought  the 
opinions  on  the  five-day  week  of 
members  who  were  already  operating 
it,  was  given  the  views  of  a  number  of 
members.  The  consensus  of  opinion 
seemed  to  be  that  five-day  weeks, 
properly  organised,  were  successful. 
There  might  be  an  initial  fall  in  the 
number  of  prescriptions  received  and 
in  cash  receipts,  but  when  customers 
became  familiar  with  the  new  arrange- 
ments business  soon  returned  to 
normal.  Five-day  weeks  seemed  to  be 
most  successful  in  small  towns,  where- 
practically  all  traders  closed  on  one 
particular  day. 

At  question  time  some  members 
made  clear  their  views  that  chemists 
were  not  charging  enough  for  their 
professional  services,  and  appealed  to 
colleagues  not  to  undervalue  those 
services.  Mr.  J.  Kerr,  in  a  strong 
appeal  for  unity,  urged  pharmacists  to 
prepare  themselves  to  fit  in  to  changing 
conditions.  The  U.C.A.  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  urge 
their  members  to  give  serious  thought 
to  the  future  development  of 
pharmacy.  Mr.  T.  A.  Gibson  agreed 
but  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult 
to  get  many  members  to  take  a  keen 
interest  in  those  matters.  The  attend- 
ance at  that  meeting,  for  instance,  was 
poor  in  relation  to  total  membership. 
Mr.  E.  R.  Wightman  suggested  that 
to  get  co-operation  among  chemists, 
small  groups  in  the  various  roads  of 
Belfast  should  meet  frequently  for  dis- 
cussion of  topical  subjects.  If  an 
agenda  were  sent  from  the  U.C.A.  the 
groups  could  all  discuss  the  same  sub- 
jects at  the  same  time  and  return 
reports  to  the  U.C.A.  The  suggestion 
received  warm  support  from  Mrs. 
A.  S.  G.  Watson  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Well- 
wood.  Further  consideration  of  the 
idea  was  left  to  the  committee. 

Value  of  a  Price  List 

In  discussion  on  the  cost  prices  of 
drugs  and  chemicals,  Mr.  McMillan 
asked  if  his  list  of  cost  prices  (referred 
to  earlier  by  the  president)  had  been 
of  value,  and  a  show  of  hands  of  all 
members  present  gave  him  a  positive 
answer.  Mr.  J.  Knox  thanked  Mr. 
McMillan  for  spending  so  much  time 
on  preparing  the  list,  Mr.  W.  H.  Mul- 
holland  suggested  that  it  should  be 
further  extended  and  perhaps  given  a 
hard  cover  and  the  President  said

that  suggestion  would  be  considered. 
Mr.  Knox  referred  to  the  difficulty  of 
keeping  coding  lists  up-to-date,  as 
there  were  so  many  amendments.  Could 
some  other  method  be  used  for  cod- 
ing? Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble  explained 
that  the  method  had  been  agreed  at  a 
meeting  of  contractors,  who  had  deci- 
ded that  it  was  the  best  of  several  pos- 
sible methods.  Any  alteration  in  the 
present  method  could  only  be  made 
through  a  further  meeting  of  contrac- 
tors. He  explained  the  various  methods 
of  prescription  pricing  and  said  that 
pricing  by  computer  was  easily  the 
best.  Any  chemist  who  believed  his 
prescriptions  had  been  wrongly  coded 
should  approach  the  Board. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Henderson  and  Mr.  T. 
Bogues  praised  the  accuracy  of  com- 
puter pricing.  Mr.  Gamble  explained 
the  current  position  regarding  the 
claim  for  increased  remuneration. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bolon  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  president  for  the 
splendid  services  he  had  rendered  dur- 
ing the  year  and  said  his  efforts  to 
encourage  and  strengthen  the  local 
associations  had  succeeded.  Mr.  R.  E.

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Prescribers' 
Press 

Wliat  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

FORMATION  of  methaemoglobin  fol- 
lowing administration  of  phenacetin 
and  paracetamol  has  been  investigated 
by  workers  in  the  departments  of 
pharmacy  and  pharmacology,  Univer- 
sity of  Sydney,  Australia.  They  have 
already  established  that  both  drugs  in- 
duce formation  of  the  same  amount  of 
methaemoglobin  in  the  cat  when 
given  at  high  dose  levels,  and  they 
now  report  briefly  on  investigations 
carried  out  during  clinical  trial  of  a 
preparation  containing  paracetamol 
plus  other  ingredients.  Doses  up  to 
500  mgm.  of  paracetamol  four  times 
a  day  were  taken  for  a  week,  with 
subjects'  blood  being  sampled  daily. 
No  methaemoglobin  was  detected  in 
any  sample  indicating,  write  the 
authors,  that  methaemoglobinaemia  is 
not  a  side  effect  of  paracetamol  at 
normal  therapeutic  dose  levels. 
(Lancet,  December  17,  p.  1360.) 

Ten  years'  experience  in  treating 
asthmatic  children  with  steroids  sug- 
gests that  this  form  of  therapy  is 
superior  to  any  other  at  present  in  use, 
says  Dr.  N.  M.  Jacoby  (consultant 
physician,  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital 
for  Children,  London)  in  a  special 
article.  Having  treated  240  patients  he 
says  that  the  few  children  who  had 
side  effects  were  those  in  whom  the 
gravity  of  the  attacks  demanded  large 
doses  for  long  periods.  (Lancet, 
December  17,  p.  1354.) 

Five  cases  of  hair  loss  associated  with 
administration  of  carbimazole  for  the 
treatment  of  thyrotoxicosis,  are 
reported  from  Gardiner  Institute, 
Western  Infirmary,  Glasgow.  The  hair 
returned  to  normal  when  carbimazole 
was  stopped  and  improvement  was 
maintained  in  those  patients  whose 
treatment  was  changed  to  potassium 
perchlorate  or  methylthiouracil 
(B.M.J.,  December  17,  p.  1502.) 

Under  a  scheme  for  reducing  the 
work  load  of  family  doctors  proposed 
in  the  December  16  issue  of  Medical 
News  by  Dr.  R.  K.  Allday,  pharma- 
cists   in    general    practice   would  be 


issued  with  copying  machines.  His 
suggestion  is  that  it  should  be  possible 
to  issue  a  prescription — perhaps  a 
modified  EC  10  with  instructions  as  to 
frequency  of  repeats,  which  would 
account  for  at  least  25  per  cent,  of 
prescriptions.  The  form,  when  dis- 
pensed, would  be  endorsed  by  the 
pharmacist,  who  would  make  a  copy 
that  the  patient  would  sign,  and  the 
pharmacist  would  return  the  original 
to  the  patient.  "There  would  be  no 
problem  for  anyone  about  what 
tablets  the  patient  was  taking  (the 
need  for  'N.P.'  on  EClO's  would  be 
largely  avoided),  there  would  be  no 
inducement  for  over-prescribing  to 
avoid  too  frequent  visiting,  and  there 
would  be  a  real  easement  of  some  of 
the  drudgery  of  medical  practice." 
Recompense  for  the  pharmacist's  time 
would  be  the  advantage  of  having  an 
expensive  copying  machine  in  his 
office  for  use  for  other  business 
purposes.
